Thank you for your letter of June 26, 1978, regarding the Central 
“Intelligence Agency's (CIA) space needs.in the Washington metropolitan 
area. 


As your letter indicates, the freeze on leasing space, under which we 
have been operating for several. months, has been eased. All outstanding 
space requests have been studied in an effort to determine which requests 
are the most critical. We are now acting on those requests. 


Insofar as the CIA's request of September 13, 1977, is concerned, we are a 
in the process of preparing a prospectus for submission to the Public Works 
Committees of the Congress, through the Office of Management and Budget, 

in accordance with the provisions of the Public Buildings Act of 1959 and 
the Public Buildings Amendment of 1972. We must have Congressional approval 
prior to procuring a block of space large enough to satisfy your stipulated 
space needs. We will do everything possible to expedite this unfortunately 
time-consuming process. 


In the meantime, please have the appropriate member of your staff contact. 
Mr. Ronald Brothers, of Region 3's Space Management Division, on 472-1711, 
in order that we might obtain necessary information from your agency to 
help us complete the prospectus.

The Agency has been doing ali within its power to 
accommodate its needs from current holdings, including such 
Heasures ss negotiating the closeout of cafeteria space. 
However, we are now at the point of having to contract for a 
nuaber of computer systems scheduled to become operational 
in the 1350-82 time frame and this simply cannot be done 
until sew spsce is located, renovated, and occupied. 


To my surprise, I noted newspaper advertisenonts in the 
local press of 16 and 17 June 1978 whereby your organization 
solicited listings for specific blocks ef space beth in 
Priace Georgo's (4aryland) and Fairfax (Virginia) counties. 
Whee I fail to understand is, if the woratoriun has been 
Lifted or exceptions are being made to it to satisfy other 
agencies’ space requirements, why not CIAT While not wishing 
to become catengled in a contest over priorities, it nevertheless 
soems te me that the national security implications ef the 
Agency's requirements must at least equal those of the 
agencies seemingly exempt frem the moratoriun. |
